Yukon river 'brings to the attention 


of stay-at-home Americans one of the 
greatest of their rivers, which to the 
majority is probably little more than 
a name," says a bulletin from the 
Washington n. C. headquarters of 
the National Geographic Society. 


2300 MILES LOKO. 


"The Yukon, despite the 
general 


failure to recognize it as snch, is one 
of the 
great riwrs 
of the world," 


continues 
the bulletin 
"It is over 


2,300 miles lonp: and is both the long- 
est and the larcost mer flowing into 
Pacific waters in the western hemis- 
phere, surpassing by a considerable 
margin its nearest competitors, the 
Columbia and the Colorado. 
Among 


all the rivers of Xorth America 
the 


Yukon is surpassed in length only by 
the 
Mississippi systen1 
and 
the 


Mackenzie. It is longer than the St. 
Lawrence as well as all the other riv- 
ers 
except 
the Mississippi system 


which flow into the Gulf of Mexico 
or the Atlantic. 


AMONG GREATEST. 


"Though the discharge of the Yu- 


kon has not been accurately meas- 
ured, it is it? tremendous volume of 
water rather 
than 
its length that 


causes 
It to 
be ranked 
as a great; 


river. 
It ii of course 
far 
outdis- 


tanced by the vast Amazon, greatest 
of rivers, and the Congo, which prob- 
ably' ranks second. 
But the Yukon

"To Alaska, 
heretofore having no 


highway of steel Into its interior, the 
Yukon has been indispensable. Be- 
ranse of the shallow bars at its 
month, ocean steamers cannot enter 
Hie liver; but at the harbor of St. 
Michael, just north 
of the mouth, 


freight 
is transferred 
to shallow- 


draught, stern-wheel river steamers 
which ascend 
the stream not only 


throughout the breadth of Alaska, 
but for several hundred miles into 


Alaska roughly from east to west, 
divides the territory into 
northern 


and southern 
halves. Large areas 


along the banks of the river and its 
tributaries as well as at considerable 
distances from tho stream can thus 
lie served 
by freight 
boats.

Health departments all over the 


country are now gliding themselves 
for their anual battle with the dread 
disease, diphtheria, which causes more 
deaths in the United States than scar- 
et fever, whooping cough or measles. 
It is a distinct menace to children 
despite its specific, curative agent, 
antitoxin. 


Diphtheria is, however, a curable 


disease and to a great extent pre- 
ventable. It is one of the few dis- 
eases for -nhich we have a curative 
agent in antitoxin. 


Before science had dlscoveied and 


applied antitoxin, more than half of 
the 
diphtheria cases died. 
Today 


only one out of every eight cases 
proves fatal and a great many of 
these deaths are the result of negli- 
gence on the part ot parents to treat 
the 
cases 
properly 
In 
the early 


stages. 


It has been pretty well proved 


that eiery case of diphtheua could 
be 
cured 
by 
giwng the antitoxin 


during the first 24 hours of the dis- 
ease. 
In order that this remedy 


may be administered eaily in every 
case it Is necessary for parents or 
guardians of children to call in the 
family physician when suspicions of 
the disease arise. 


If the child has a sore throat wlih 


white flaky deposits on the tonsils, it 
is suspicious. One should not wait 
for further symptoms such as fever 
and marked physical depressions, as 
these 
are 
signs 
of 
an advanced 


stage. Diphtheria la rapid and may 
prove fatal if treatment is not given 
at once. 


A croupy cough

R suspicious 


s>mptom. When the disease attacks 
the voice box, hoarseness and a ring- 
ing cough result and the victim may 
soon strangle, from obstruction of 
the wind-pipe, caused by the diph- 
theritic metnbrane.

diphtheria has attacked 
the 
voice 


box the infection may last for man> 
months and even years, because the 
antitoxin wag not administered be- 
fore tha disease got a strangle hold 
on the larynx or voice box.

Washington, D. C. Feb. 17—There 


are signs that the Republicans wish 
they might be allowed to forget the 
Dyer bill, which makes lynching a 
crime 
against the 
federal govern- 


ment, calls on the federal courts to 
search it out and pnnlsh It, and pro- 
vides that the county where a lynch- 
ing takes place shall pay a fine of 
$10,000 to the family of the victim. 
The bill passed the House by a vote, 
roughly, of two to one, which Is ap- 
proximately the same as the Repub- 
lican majority. 


The bill Is now 
In the judiciary 


committee o£ the Senate. It may be 
doubted whether 
it will 
very ap- 


pear on the floor of the Senate. If 
it does appear It 
may even more 


safely be doubted that It will pass 
or even come to a vote. 


MAT FILIBUSTER. 


There are Democratic senators who 


feel so strongly about the bill that 
they will not hesitate to filibuster 
against it; and there are Republi- 
cans who are so dubio.ua about the 
merits of the bill that they would not 
leel resentful 
over a filibuster In 


what they regard as a good cause. 
Certainly it will be made clear to 
the Republican leaders that If they 
hope to get their program of major 
legislation, such as- the tariff, the

REMEMBER "FORCE" BILLS. 


The bill has revived feelings that 


have been dormant In congress for 
:hirty years or more. The Democrats 
regard It as of the same nature as 
the "Force" bills, fathered by Sen- 
ator Lodge and others a generation 
ago, 
which provided for the presence 


of federal soldiers at elections in 
the Southern states, to compel those 
states to permit the negro to vote. 
It was 
thought the 
spirit behind 


these measures had been universally 
recognized as a mistake. That spirit 
was a survival of the bitterness of 
the civil war. 


For a generation the more enlight- 


ened theory has been«*that the race 
problem, which Is a sad and difficult 
one, under any circumstances, can be 
best handled by the gradual growth 
of restraint and wisdom in communi- 
ties where It exists. That It Is not 
helped, but on the contrary Is made 
more acute and painful by efforts to 
interfert from the outside, especially 
when the Interference Is accompanied 
by force.

Eighty-two boys and 
499 girls ot the same age were rec- 
orded as widowed or divorced. 


The analysis revealed a distinct in- 


crease during recent years or since 
tha 1910 census In the percentage 
ot married persons for each year ot 
ate from 15 to 34, especially among 
the younger members of this group. 
The ago group from 35 to 44, inclu- 
sive, also showed an Increase In tha 
ratij ot married persons in the de- 
cade, although less pronounced, es- 
pecially among the women, while the 
proportion for persons 45 years of 
age and older showed a decrease.

ed about rules of living. 
I don't 


know whether I'm Immune or not, I 
just keep on goiog: 


"Work won't kill you. But you 


shouldn't work at the same thing all 
the time. Variety is rest enough." 


The former senator said he didn't 


mean changing jobs. He has been 
with the New York Central 56 years, 
but In between ho hag been, a big 
figure In politics, served 12 years in 
the United States senate, and has 
probably made more public speeches

We do not all rest the same way. 
The way I do It doesn't seem to do 
me much harm."
